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Albania- Bloc : The growing Soviet- Yugoslav rap- 
prochement is apparently deepening the concern of 
Albanian leaders over the threat to their regime. 

In Tirana's first authoritative reaction to Pres- 
ident Brezhnev's recent visit to Yugoslavia, the party 
daily on 13 October denounced Khrushchev's policy as 
a "great betrayal" of Marxism-Leninism. The article 
warned that "the mass of Communists" and the "re- 
visionists" cannot live together "for long" in the same 
party or movement. It hinted that Khrushchev's pol- 
icies could lead to an open split in the world Commu- 
nist movement by alluding to the "betrayal" of the 
Second Communist International which led to Lenin's 
formation of the Third International in 1919. 

Tirana probably hopes to foster factionalism in 
the Communist world, particularly in the East Euro- 
pean parties, four of which are to hold congresses be- 
tween November and January. The Albanians would 
like to see Peiping move toward s etting up a rival in- 
ternational Communist grouping. /
